If a teacher grades upon
effort, hoth Johnny and Jim-
my may get “A's", although
Johnny's work is superior,
'The gradeless progress re-
ports are continued only
through the eighth grade,
‘while high school students are
graded by the A. B. C system,
Both group and individual
conferences are held with the
parents of ninth grade chil-
dren in high school, and there,
has heen discussion of extend-
ing this plan to higher grades,
